While Speaker Joseph Q. Cannon 
was re-elected . to congresB, ho will 
havo to surrender the gavel to a Dem- 
ocrat, and tho next speaker probably 
will be Champ Clark of MlBBourt Mr. 
dark Is quoted as saying: 
i 'The landslide la attributed directly 
to the tariff and the fight on tho rules 
in the house. The rules snllt the Be- 
publican party and tho tariff bill com- 
ing so soon after caused dissatisfac- 
tion throughout tho country. 

"I am an avowed candidate for 
speaker of tho houso and I hope to be 
elected. Others have announced their 
candidacy for tho speakership, but I 
expect to win over them. Tho election 
Is a sure end to tho objectlonablo 
house rules." 

One of tho greatest surprises in tho 
whole country was supplied, by Illinois. 

• In Cook county alono tho Republicans 
lost throo seats— those now hold by 
Moxley, Lundln and Boutoll. They bub- 
tainod further losses down In tho 

y state. 

Wisconsin Elects Socialist 

Wisconsin, which now has ten Ro- 
- publicans in tho house, will have nine 
Republicans, ono Democrat and ono 
Socialist in tho next The Republic- 
ans lose the Fifth district, where Vic- 
tor Bergor, Socialist, defeated Henry 
F. Cochems. The legislature will bo 
Republican in both branches and Rob- 
ert M. La Follotto will be returned to 
r I \ tho United States senate. 

Borao prominent members of. the 
house went down before the avalanche 
in Now York. Among these was Her- 
bert Parsons, a conspicuous figure In 
the factional flghtB before tho election. 
Hamilton Fish, an energetic Insurgent, 
sJbo was defeated. 

In Iowa the Republicans lost three 
seats, though Walter I. Smith, stand- 
patter, pulled through. In Ohio tho 
Democrats elected ten congressmen 
and the Republicans elevon. Two Wis- 
consin seats were captured by the 
Democrats. 

Several Senators to Be Retired, 
i Several Republican senators will be 

retired as a result of tho election, for 
the Democratic landslide in many 
statos Included tho state legislatures. 
'Those who must step out are John 
iKean of Now Jersey, Chauncoy M. De- 
pew of New York, Albert J. Beveridge 
of Indiana, Elmer J. Burk«tt of Ne- 
braska, Charles Dick of Ohio and 
Morgan G. Bulkeley of Connecticut 
Tile Democrats of Maine insured the 
election of a senator to succeed Eu- 
gene Hale by their victory in Septem- 
ber. 

John W. Kern will bo Senator Bev- 
erldge's successor. In California A. O. 
Spalding recolved the largest indorse- 
ment by districts at tho "advisory" 
.primary. Michigan will send Charles 
B. Townsend to the senate, Minnesota 
will re-elect Moses E. Clapp and Ne- 
vada George S. Nixon. La Follotto Is 
the Republican nominee In Wisconsin. 
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New York, Nov. 9. — Dlx was elected 
ed governor of New York at the eleo 
tlon of November 8 by a plurality ol 
€5,000 over Henry L. Stlmson, the Re 
publican candidate. It was a land 
slide for Dlx and Tammany, the whol< 
Democratic ticket being victorious.. 

Greater New York gave Dlx 300,078, 
|fltlmson 104,707, and Hopper, Inde- 
pendence league, 39,664. Outside ol 
{the metropolis Dlx showed such unex- 
pected strength that the Republican! 
(were unable to overcome his plurality 
iin the city. 

Tho beating sustained by the Repub- 
lican party has had no parallel slnoe 
Grover Cleveland's time. Although 
[the result had been discounted months 
ago, it was quito as decisive a victory 
for the Democrats as Wall street, 
which was offering as much as three 
to one in tho betting odds, had ex 
pected. 

The* defeat seems to mean complete 
chaos In the Ropublloan organization 
In the state. The so-called "old guard" 
is blamed by the progressives and 
RooseveltlanB for the Democratic vie* 
tory. A split In the party that may 
not bo healed for years seems Inevit- 
able. . _ .

On the other 
hand, the "old guard" expresses the 
opinion that tho defeat of Stlmson was 
a just rebuke to the "meddlesome- 
ness" of tho ex-president. The old 
lino party leaders are declaring loudly 
that It is time that the strenuous col- 
onel found some secluded spot In 
which to venf his superabundant. ener- 
gies. They anxiously desire that he 
rotire from public life so as to leave 
the Held open to tftem and their sup- 
porters. 

Snowstorm Affects Result. 

One of tho surprising features of tho 
voting was the strength that Dlx 
showed In the districts outside of New 
York. One of the factors that acted 
powerfully against the Sf'uson-Roose- 
volt forces was the heavy snow that 
Toll during tho early morning In the 
upstate sections. This kept at home 
thousands of voters who would have 
cnBt their ballots for the Republican 
nominee. 

On the contrary, the vote in tho 
cities was heavy, particularly In tho 
Democratic wards. Tho Democrats, 
In spite of everything, "got out tho 
vote," with the result that everywhere 
in the thickly populated districts tho 
Democrats made as fine a showing as 
they would have made had this been 
a presidential instead of an "off year" 
election. 

Indianapolis, Ind.Nov, 9. — A. J. Bev- 
eridge lost his seat in the United 
States senate In tho election of Tues- 
day, for the Democrats swept the state 
and gained control of the legislature. 
They will elect John W. Kern to the 
senate. The Democrats elected their 
entire state ticket, headed by Lewis

I am deeply grateful to all tho 
people for their generous and loyal 
support My labors have been most 
arduous and exhausting, but I am fully 
compensated by the result of our 
united efforts. Out of the fullness of 
my heart I am saying, 'God bless old 
Indiana and her splendid people/ " 

The Democrats had things almost 
their own way. The Hooslers elected 
eleven Democratic congressmen out of 
thirteen. 

The Sevonth district, the home of 
Senator Beveridge', elected a Demo- 
cratic legislative ticket of eight mem- 
bers, giving the Republicans one.

Prominent Resident of Millburn Passed 
Away on Monday Last. 

Robert Strang, a farmer near Mill- 
burn and well known throughout the 
county, died at his home Monday morn- 
ing at ten o'clock. Death was direct- 
ly due to hemorrhages of the stomach, 
during an attack of typhoid fever. 

Mr. Strang was taken ill a little 
over three weeks ago, with what ap- 
peared to be a mild case of typhoid 
fever and his condition was not consider- 
ed serious until the hemorrhages set 
in, after which he lived but a few days. 

The deceased was a brother-in-law of 
L. M. Hughes and a nephew of Mrs. 
Janet Thayer of this place. He was 
one of the most prominent men of the 
county and by his death the community 
loses one of its most honored and re- 
spected citizens. He always took an 
active part in the affairs of the county 
and at the time of his death was one of 
the directors of the State Bank of Anti- 
och. 

He was bom at Millburn on the 
twenty-ninth day of June, 1860, and his 
entire life has been spent at that place. 
In 1885 he was united in marriage to 
Miss Erma Hughes and to them three 
children were born, Victor, aged twenty- 
one, Leone, aged nineteen and Jessie, 
aged two and a half years all of whom 
remain with the mother to mourn his 
loss. Besides his immediate family he 
is survived by his aged mother, Mrs. 
Robert Strang, Sr., four sisters, Mrs.

CRAB TREE DAIRY BURNED 

Fire Causes Mrs. Scot Durand to Sell 
Valuable Animals at Auction. 

A $25,000 fire of mysterious origin 
completely destroyed the farm and 
dairy buildings of Crab Tree farm at 
Lake Bluff, Mrs. Scot Durand's model 
dairy, Thursday evening. The efforts 
of the Lake Bluff volunteer fire de- 
partment were unavailing to save the 
barns or dairy buildings which with the 
garage were totally destroyed. The 
house was imperiled but by turning the 
greater part of the activity in that di- 
rection the fire was prevented from 
reaching it. This is one of the most 
disasterous fires that has occurred in 
the county in some time but the loss 
was fully covered by insurance. 

The origin of the fire is unknown but 
it is thought to have been caused by the 
dropping of a lighted cigar or cigarette. 
When discovered it had gained consider- 
able headway and the whole interior of 
the building was in flames. 

The various buildings destroyed are 
the dairy, milk house, bottling house, 
engine house, silo, corn cribs, ice house 
garage, feed bins, hay and straw barns, 
electric light plant, machine shop and 
the horse and cattle barns. But accord- 
ing to Mrs. Durand the only animals to 
lose their lives was a litter of puppies. 
Strangely enough the work of rescuing 
the animals was acomplished with lit- 
tle trouble and all were led to a nearby 
pasture for safety. 

The North Chicago fire department 
was summoned and after making a 
short run and finding that the fire was 
outside the city limits, returned to their 
quarters in the belief that they were 
not allowed outside the limits. The 
Waukegan department was not called. 

Crab Tree farm was supplied with a 
water tower and a gasoline engine for 
filling it and this alone was the means 
of saving the house. The equipment 
of the plant was very valuable but now 
all that remains is a twisted heap of 
iron. 

Mrs. Durand states that Bhe intends 
to rebuild and that the new buildings 
will be of the most modern type. She 
is planning to hold an auction to dispose 
of her prize herds for the present, 
expecting to replace them when the 
new quarters are ready.

Postof f ice Department May Pay Out 




WASHINGTON.— The estimates of 
Postmaster General Hitchcock 
for next yonr show that tho postofllco 
department promises fair to pay its 
own way. Tho mail service comes 
nearer to the peoplo than any other 
branch of the government, for it 
roaches every homo as well as Bhops 
and offices. It costs a lot of money. 
Mr. Hitchcock asks for $250,733,943, 
and tho appropriation for tho depart- 
ment always Ib set forth in tho ex- 
penditures for each year, but tho earn- 
ings from tho mails bring back tho 
outlay to tho treasury. This business 
is. not reported in tho current daily 
Btatement of the treasury which set 
forth only tho deficit paid. This 
amounted last year to $17,000,000, and 
will bo $0,000,000 loss for tho current 
twelve months, while It Is predicted 
that It will disappear in the next 
fiscal year. Tho department gets no 
pay for tho vast tons of matter which 
it carries for other branches of tho 
government. If It did tho offset 
against tho deficit would bo very 
largo. The rent of offices in Wash- 
ington and in public buildings else- 
.whoro does not cover this traffic. 
Tho work done by the postofllco is 



a marvel of cheapness. In volume 
and in extent of territory covered 
there is nothing to bo compared with 
it. The reduction in rateB since the 
days when 25 centB was charged for 
a letter from New York to Columbus, 
O., does not cease to be a wonder. 
Tho system which x for two cents de- 
livers a message In writing weighing 
an ounce from Malno to San Fran- 
cisco not only but to tho Philippines, 
or from tho southern point of Florida 
to tho northern extremity of Alaska, 
is a model of efficiency at tho mini- 
mum of cost. Whon wo consider also 
tho burden of mails oversea to cer- 
tain countries whore tho foreign ratea 
aro tho same with our domestio 
charge, tho challenge is bold that tho 
world presents no parallel to tho 
economy and to tho achievement. 

Europo Is compact In population 
with distances measured by hundreds 
of miles only. This Is especially true 
of Great Britain. There penny post- 
ago is proclaimed as a triumph and 
an example. Americans forget that 
the British penny Ib tho equal In cur- 
rent value of two cents of our money. 
The cent Is often called a penny, but 
It Is only half a penny, and thus tho 
term is a misnomer. Our postal rates 
on letters aro now just those of Great 
Britain. Penny postage has long pre- 
vailed hero aa well as there. That 
with free rural delivery nnd with 
transmission over tho continent and 
to the Islands, the earnings are to 
cover the expenses, may well gratify 
officials and citizens. 



Has Plan to Care for Ex-Presidents 




THE great movement .for tho con- 
servation of tho natural resources 
of the country; at the present tlmo 
exerting salutary influences upon 
every Important national activity, has 
embraced a new field. A safe, sano 
and successful method of conserving 
and finding a mothod of caring for our 
ex-presldents is tho latest idea in tho 
conserving line. A provision In the 
constitution of tho national conserva- 
tion congress Is. responsible for the 
proposal, and serious consideration is 
being given It, not by the political 
dreamer or theorist, but by tho great 
public figures of the country, 

Bernard N. Baker, retiring presi- 
dent of tho congress, by virtue of a 
clause in. tho constitution, becomes a 
member for life of the executive com- 
mittee, and will, so long as the con- 
gresses are held, continue to give the 
benefit of his counsel and experience 
to tho president. 

Tho suggestion has been made, and 
has already crystallized into an or- 



ganized sentiment, to adopt tho samo 
method with tho president of tho 
United States, make him, for life, an 
advisory member of tho president's 
cabinet and give him a competence 
sufficient to make him independent 
Speaking of this proposal, Mr. Baker 
said that it was really surprising how 
many men there were in the west who 
thought that this method furnished 
tho solution of the perpetual perplex- 
ing question as to what disposition to 
mnko of our ex-presidents. 

"On its face tho proposition is cer- 
tainly a plausible one. It stands to 
reason that after a man has boon 
president for four or eight years ho 
knowB tho problems nnd difficulties 
which confront tho man at the holm 
of the ship of state bettor than docs 
his successor. If the ex-presidents 
could bo mndo advisory members of 
tho cabinet of tho president, tho lat- 
ter would got tho benefit of tho ad- 
vico of the former. No matter If 
there should bo a change In the ad- 
ministration, this would make no dif- 
ference to broad-minded men. 

"Of course, there would have to bo 
legislation providing that when a man 
Ib elected to tho presidency his suc- 
cession to tho cabinet position neces- 
sarily follows. All thlB is not mero 
theory. It Is indorsed by some of tho 
political thinkers of tho country." 



Expert to Head the Economy Bureau 
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WHAT is considered a real step to- 
ward greater economy and more 
efficiency in tho management of tho 
government's business was taken 
when President Taft appointed Dr. 
Frederick A. Cleveland, director of 
tho bureau of municipal research In 
New York city, as tho head of a cen- 
tral staff that will work on the econ- 
omy and efficiency problem under tho 
direction of the president. Announce- 
ment was also mado that each of the 
cabinet officers will orgarilzo in his 
department a committee or commis- 
sion to be known as an economy and 
efficiency organization. 

These stops were taken under the 
law passed at tho last dosslon of con- 
gress directing the president to con- 
duct an Investigation Into tho busi- 
ness methods of the several executive 
departments, and giving him $100,000 



with which to carry forward tho In- 
quiry. Tho final plana were not ap- 
proved by tho president until ho had 
consulted with a largo number of 
business men and had received writ- 
ten suggestions from numerous audit 
companies. 

Tho central staff, of which Mr. 
Cleveland is to bo the chief, will bo 
composed of four men In addition to 
tho chief. Its function will bo to keep 
tho president Informed as to condi- 
tions in the several departments. It 
might properly bo called a bureau of 
inspection. Tho economy and effi- 
ciency commissions to bo organlzod 
In each department will undortako to 
ascertain if greater efficiency can bo 
obtained without increasing tho cost 
of tho servlco. 

It is explained at tho White House 
that tho general movement docB not 
contemplnto the dismissal of govern- 
ment clerks, but the gaining of great- 
er efficiency. . The president has corao 
to believe that tho departments work 
at cross purposes in somo instances 
and that It Is frequently tho case that 
in a particular department money is 
wasted because the service Is not or- 
ganized or centered as it should bo. 



Opium Invades Army at the Presidio 




THE war department la advised that 
opium, the Insidious enemy of tho 
armies of the world, has invaded the 
ranks of the United States troops sta- 
tioned at the Presidio, near San Fran- 
cisco, to Buch an extent that a strong 
campaign, in which are Involved more 
than 2,500 men, has been launched in 
an effort to crush ' fc ou t« . 

The officers admit tho seriousness 
of tho situation, and dcclaro it to bo 
the gravest problem they have been 
called upon to Bottle. Drastic meas- 
ures aro now being taken to rescue 
those of the troops who have fallen 
victims to tho subtle opiate. With 
all: the onergles of tho department of 
war bent to tho battle, an appeal has 



been mado to. the civil authorities. 

Just how general tho use of tho 
poppy juico has becomo Is not esti- 
mated, but it is admitted to be more 
alarming than over beforo In tho his- 
tory of the army. Acting Commander 
Col. C. Deems said that in all his 
career ho had never encountered such' 
a general addiction to the drug, nnd 
that at worst his observation had 
never disclosed a. higher percentage 
of opium using than two to thrco por 
cent. It was at first estimated that 
forty per cent, of the men at ho 
Presidio were using the drug, but this 
was declnred excessive, a moro prob- 
able figure after company and hos- 
pital statistics had been compiled be- 
ing ten per cent. 

Alarmed at this high percentage 
appeals were directed by Colonel 
Lundeen, commandant at tho post, to 
tho district .attorney's ofTlco and to 
the office of tho chief of police, with 
tho result that raids on opium dons 
by tho civil authorities are belnc 
made.

It is just a hundred yoars since 
Scott's poem, "The Lady of the Lake/' 
appeared. Not In one single year of 
the century has It foiled to bring to 
Scotland many thousands of dollars, 
says the New York World. Lockhart 
telle that Immediately after "The Lady 
of tho Lake" was published crowds set 
off to view Loch Katrine, and every 
hostelry In that neighborhood was 
crammed with a succession of visit- 
ors, and "from that time the post- 
horse duty In Scotland rose to an ex- 
traordinary degree." 

Before "The Lady of the Lake" ap- 
peared the highlands of Scotland had 
boon unknown to dwellers south of the 
Cheviots, but from the date of Its pub- 
lication the southron Invaded Scot- 
land, though moro peaceably than in 
days of yore. 

Mr. St John tells us In his "Wild 
iBporta of tho Highlands" that young 
English ladles took to wearing tat tana

Paulhan'a Acoount of Trip From Lon- 
don to Manchester Is Interest- 
ing Reading. ■ 

Paulhan; the French aviator, tells of 
certain incidents In his recent record- 
breaking flight from London to Man- 
chester: "When I went to London I 
ha 3 no real Idea that I should be able 
to Btart that day, and I had only five 
hours' sleep the night be!-re. I found 
the atmosphere rather disturbed when 
I rose; there were small, gusty puffs 
and tricky currents, and it was some- 
what difllcult to find Just the altitude 
at which they would bother me least 
I heard the cheering of the people as I 
circled over Hendon. I followed the 
line of the Midland railway to llamp- 
stead. By this time I knew that I had 
fulfilled the conditions necessary for 
a start, so I flew directly for the 
Northwestern railroad. A pelting 
rainstorm lashed me for 20 minutes 
while I was in the neighborhood of 
RugLy. Fortunately, I am not unused 
to flying in rain; therefore, although 
it was uncomfortable, It had no effect 
upon my. flight I flew until it was 
quite dark. All I could make, out be- 
neath me was the smoke of a train 
once in a while and the occasional 
flicker of lights from a village. I came 
down rapidly from 300 meters to 100, 
so that I could be more certain of my 
direction.

It Is No. 23. 

Bath, England, Is a city of ancient 
mansions, so Major Andre's house Is 
still standing in the Circus, which 
consists of three blocks, In which 
every house has. at some time been 
occupied by some historical person- 
age. Oddly enough Andre's house Is 
No. 23. It Is exactly like all the oth- 
er houses in tho Circus, where every 
building 1b the exact duplicate of the 
other, red brick, with weather-stained 
white cornices, dilapidated window 
boxes ailed with sickly geraniums that 
rarely show a blossom, and tho inev- 
itable Ivy trained over the front An 
air of profound melancholy and musty 
gentility broods over these crumbling 
mansions, each one of which can tell 
a tragic story of fallen greatness. 
They are tenanted by people in a 
ntato of decayed gentility, mostly re- 
tired army and navy officers, or their 
widows, with a sprlnkMng of profes- 
sors, doctors and music teachers. 

At the end of the Circus and facing 
up the street Is the house occupied 
by Napoleon III. through part of his 
exile. The Interior Is partly burned 
out and full of rates. Louis XVIII. 
resided near, In a house afterward the 
abode of Lady Hamilton, and said to 
be haunted by her ghost Nelson and 
Charles X. of France also lived In the 
Circus. 

Just at the gates of Lord Dudley's 
park, near by, Is another haunted 
house. It was owned by the first 
earl's brother, a fighting, drinking, 
swashbuckling guardsman, who when, 
in his cups and hard up for money to 
pay his gambling debts, sold his 
beautiful young wife to tho earl. The 
house is a fine old red brick structure 
veiled In ivy. The guardsman's unholy 
revels are Bald to be repeated there 
nightly, and carriages are heard 
rolling in and out of the woedy old 
garden until the "wee sma # hours." 
Andre's house also is reputed to be 
haunted, not by the British officer, but 
by a veiled woman In white, who 
walks the 'halls at midnight wringing 
her hands.

Interviews with Eskimos, Dane De- 
clares, Substantiate His Opinion 
That No Living Person Has Pene- 
trated Northernmost Artie Region. 



. Copenhagen. — "No living explor- 
er or Eskimo has ever reached the 
north pole and the claims of Peary 
and Cook have not a shadow of truth 
rto sustain them." 

This is the Btartling conclusion 
reached by Knud Rasmussen, say 
missionaries to Greenland, who have 
returned here. The missionaries, who 
are deemed religious and reliable, say 
too that they bring details of Has- 
mussen's cross-examination of the 
two Eskimos, Ahswelah and Eturls- 
• huk, upon whose testimony Doctor 
Cook relied for corroboration of his 
claim that he reached the north polo. 
After closely questioning these two 
land other Eskimos, Rasmussen is ab- 
solutely certain that the pole is still 
unconquered. Rasmussen, an experi- 
enced arctic explorer, Is the Danish 
Inspector of Greenland. His mother 
was an Eskimo, his father a Dane. 
Whatever Rasmussen says about 
arctic exploration is accepted with 
the greatest faith here. He was a 
partisan of Doctor Cook at ono time. 
So, if the missionaries quote him cor- 
rectly, his report will reopen the en- 
tire polar controversy, 
i A telegram from its Copenhagen 
(correspondent to the London Daily 
News states that the ship which took 
Rasmussen. to Capo York last sum- 
Iraer has returned to Copenhagen. Her 
jcaptaln brings a secret report to a 
ifrlend of Rasmussen concerning 
(Doctor Cook's Eskimos, whom Ras- 
|mussen interviewed. The captain 
[says the report will "explain" the 
jwhole Cook affair. Its publication de- 
fends on Rasmussen's friend, who is 
not In Copenhagen at the moment.

Washington. — For the first timo 
In history, the United States gov- 
ernment has given its sanction to 
the transportation of tho malls by an 
airship. 

Permission was granted by Post- 
master General Hitchcock for J. A. 
D. McCurdy to carry the United 
States mails in this manner from tho 
outgoing transatlantic liner Kaisorln 
Augusto Victoria to New York next 
Saturday when that vessel is fifty 
miles at sea. 

Tho mail pouch which McCurdy will 
carry from the liner to the Now 
York post offlco will contain letters 
from passengers of the steamship for 
transmission to different parts of the 
world. 

Tho only condition Imposed by the 
postmaster general on this first sanc- 
tioned transmission by aeroplane of 
United States mails Is that the wri- 
ters of all such letters so transmitted 
shall have notice that the moll Is to 
bo carried by aeroplane. 

In imposing this condition tho gov- 
ernment is relieved of all responsibil- 
ity in case the letters are lost while 
In transit from tho r.tcamshlp to the 
New York post office. 



ISAYS MRS. CRIPPEN LIVES 



.Philadelphia Doctor Declares One of 

His Salesmen Saw Belle Elmore 

In Kansas City In September. 

New York.— Dr. J. M. Munyon of 
•Philadelphia announced Saturday at 
the Waldorf-Astoria hotel that he be- 
lieves Belle Elmore Crlppen is alive 
and has offered a reward of $50,000 
to nnyono who would produce her. 

He says he will give the $50,000 to 
Mrs. Crlppen herself If she will come 
forward and save the life of 'her hus- 
band, who is to be hanged for her 
murder In London next Tuesday. 

"I have believed all along that Mrs. 
Crlppen would appear In time to save 
her husband," said Doctor Munyon, 
"but now It looks as though sho Is 
keeping in hiding to carry out the 
most consummate plan of revenge in 
the annals of women's crimes of jea- 
lousy or else Is carrying an adverti- 
sing game too far. 

"She weeks ago one of my salesmen, 
who knew Mrs. Crlppen well, while 
her husband was employed by me. 
wrote me from Kansas City that he 
saw a woman get on a train there 
whom he believed to be Mrs. Crlppen. 
I did nothing at that time, but a few 
days ago when I received a letter 
Ifrom a Philadelphia lawyer named 
Tobln Baying he had good reason to 
ibelieve Mtb. Crlppen is alive, I deter- 
(mined to act. I have had two letters 
(from Tpbln so far and expect to have 
ia versonal interview with him in a 
•day or two. 

"I never could be persuaded that 
Crlppen killed his wife. He was too 
gentle a man to do such a thing." 



SHOOTS AT POLICE CHIEF 



Man, Thought to Be Insane, Fires 
Three Bullets at Philadel- 
phia Official. 

Philadelphia. — An attempt was mado 
Friday to assassinate Henry Clay, 
director of the department of public 
safety. Mr. Clay, who was not in- 
jured, owes his life to his quickness 
In grappling with his assailant, who 
Is believed to be Insane. 

The man, who gave his name as 
(Harry Clark and who appeared to be 
about sixty-five years old, called at 
(Mr. Clay's office and demanded to see 
!hJm. As soon as he was admitted to 

fbe private office he began to abuso 
Ir. Clay, declaring he had been perse- 
cuted by the police and insisting on 
a radical reorganization of the force. 
Mr. Clay tried to quiet the man, and 
iwhen his attempt failed he started to 
put him out of the office. In an In- 
stant Clark drew a revolver and shot 
throe times at Mr. Clay, two of tho 
bullets- going Into the wall and one 
'Shattering a window. Mr. Clay had 
jcaught the barrel of tho revolver and 
this probably saved his life.

NEBRASKA SETTLERS HELD UP 

Nine Ranchers Held on Remarkable 

Charges by Federal Grand Jury 

— Insane Asylum a Weapon. 

Omaha, Nob. — Indictments returned 
by the federal grand Jury against nlno 
ranchmen of western Nebraska wero 
made public. The Indictments charge 
conspiracy to drive from their claims 
homesteaders who took sections of 
semlarid land under tho KInkaid 
homestead law. 

Tho men named in tho indictments 
are Perry S. Yeast, his son, Frank W. 
Yeast, Leslie B. Ballinger, M. C. 
Hubbol, Emll Anderson, Wlllmot Z. 
Emerson, Harry Sutton, Boone B. 
Hawthorne and Dr. Harry H. Huff. 

Doctor Huff and Sutton are mem- 
bers of tho Insanity board, and tho 
Indictment alleges that through con- 
spiracy C. J. Davasher, a settler on 
land wanted by tho ranchmen, was 
found insane and sent to an asylum. 
The specific case of Davasher is 
mentioned in detail. It is charged 
that Yeast and tho other defendants, 
accompanied by a band of cowboys, 
visited Davasher's homo and after 
threatening him and his family with 
death if they did not leave tho coun- 
try, destroyed his home, broke up his 
machinery, cut his harness to pieces 
and In other ways mlBtTcated him. 
Later, according to the indictment. 
Yeast conspired with members of the 
Insanity board and secured Davash- 
or'B Incarceration In the asylum. 

This latter act, according to the In- 
dictment, was committed in a high- 
handed manner. The insanity com- 
missioners. It is alleged, went through 
a mock examination, declared Davash- 
er Insane and issued a warrant for 
his nrrest. This was served on the 
spot, and within an hour ho was 
rushed off to tho asylum 

A letter written by one of the vic- 
tims to President Taft Ib said to have 
caused tho investigation which re- 
sulted in the indictments. 



TRAIN GUNS ON VALLADARES 



Commander U. S. Gunboat Threatens 
to Blow Up Hondurlan Revolution- 
ist If Foreigners Molested. 

New Orleans.— The United States 
gunboat Princeton, at anchor off 
Amapala, Honduras, cleared for ac- 
tion Friday and its guns are trained 
on tho governor's residence occu- 
pied by Gen. Jose Valladares, leader 
of the revolt against the Davlla gov- 
ernment, according to a cable dis- 
patch to the Picayune from San Sal- 
vador. 

Tho dispatch states that Valladares 
insulted Georgo Schmuck, American 
consular agent at Amapala, and 
threatened to "shoot up" hlo resi- 
dence. Immediately upon being noti- 
fied of this Commander Hayes of the 
Princeton prepared his Bhlp for action 
and sent word to the revolutionist 
that If foreigners were molested he 
would shoot the governor's palaco full 
of holes. 



Peace Plans Are Refused, v 
Chicago.— By practically unanimous 
action 40,000 striking garment work- 
ers Saturday repudiated an arbitra- 
tion agreement signed by President 
Thomas A. Rlckert of their own na- 
tional organization and officers of 
Hart, Schaffner & Marx. Tho rejec- 
tion of the agreement puts tho strike 
back where it was boforo tho peace 
negotiations wero started. President 
Rlckert and several other officials of 
the union were forced to flee from the 
halls for fear of physical violence 
after they communicated tho nature 
of the agreement to tho strikers.

Terrific Gale Blows In From Ocean — 
Liners Overdue — Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania and the Empire 8tate Suffer — 
Wires Down and Traffic Delayed. 



Now York.— A storm of midwinter 
Intensity rode up the Atlantic, coast 
on a gale Friday that left 21 inches 
of snow in places in Pennsylvania, 
wrecked telephono and telegraph 
wires everywhere and tied up hun- 
dreds of miles of electric car lines. 

Sleet and snow caused much wire 
trouble between New York, Washing- 
ton, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Scran- 
ton and Harrlsburg. 

Washington was almost entirely cut 
oft from New York during a greater 
part of the day, the conditions being 
not unlike those prevailing during tho 
storm of March 4, 1909. President 
Taft's Inauguration day. 

A 50-mile gale sweeping Mlneola 
aviation field brought damago to six 
aeroplaues and wrecked six of nine 
tents erected for the air men. 

Terrific gales, driving snow and sleet 
across the Hudson and turning tho 
Palisades into a typical winter land- 
scape, marked tho progress of tho 
storm for many miles north of New- 
burg, while down the bay and outside 
Sandy Hook tho storm was so severe 
as to cause ocean liners to be delayed 
and Bericus damago to the steamship 
Honduras of tho Compagnie Generate 
Trans-Atlantlque. 

Tho stoamBhIp Honduras wbb lying 
helpless outside of Sandy Hook, while 
seas piled high all about her, the 
wind driving rain and sleet before it 
at a terrific rate. * 

The snow In eastern Pennsylvania, 
was reported at from eighteen Inches 
to three feet deep. Five of the seven 
collieries of tho Sutquehanna Coal 
company In tho Shamokin district had 
to suspend operations on account of 
tho storm. 

The snowstorm cxtendod to Harris* 
burg on tho west, but In damaging 
proportions did not come further east 
than Now Brunswick, N. J. 

In Philadelphia a high north wo3t 
wind sweeping through the streets at 
from 30 to 40 mi If 8 an hour came as a 
climax to the storm of rain, sleet and 
snow that swept the city for 36 hours.

VOLCANO ON BOG08LOV ISLAND 
BELIEVED THE CAU8E. 



No Wind Blowing When Sea Rushes 
In, Wrecking Houses and • 
Flooding- Streets- 



Nome, Alaska. — Seventeen houses 
were destroyed, a number of vessels 
were washed away and the streets of 
the city filled with water when an un- 
precedented and mysterious surf 
swept in from tho ocean. 

It 1b believed by many here that 
tho high sea, which was not accom- 
panied by any wind, is due to volcanic 
activity, and it is thought that Bogos- 
lov Island, the "new island" In 
Bearing sea, is to blame for the tidal 
wave. Bogoslov is an, "intermittent 
island;" sometimes It is twins and 
sometimes it is single. Again it Is 
largo, and then the nexi ship that 
passes may report that it has dwin- 
dled to a mere volcanic speck in tho 
sea. 

Bogoslov, it is thought, may have 
doubled again* or may have blown It- 
self to nothing, sending the tidal 
waves which all but inundated Nome. 

For sevaral years the water hero 
has been remarkably low, and this 
resulted In the building of houses 
close to tho shore. It waB theso that 
wero swept away by tho sea. 

No lives wero lost, but many per- 
sons had narrow escapes. Tho water 
swept far up tho streets, those near 
tho shore being comploted inundated. 

The schooner Mary Sachs was 
picked up from her mooring by the 
mighty rush of water and doposlted 
in a spit dwellor's yard. All tho 
other boats laid up for the winter 
wero swept far up on tho beach by 
tho waves.

Lease of Tract In New York With 

Rent Payable to Former Wife 

Reveals Secret. 



Chicago.— A strike of railroad engi- 
neers which would completely tie up 
every railroad of importance west of 
Chicago, threatens to be called in 
January, according to grand officers 
of tho Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, for whom Grand Chief 
Warren S. Stono of Cleveland, O., Is 
spokesman. 

According to Mr. Stone, and ad- 
mitted by railroad representatives, 
conferences wero begun betweon a 
committee from the engineers and tho 
Western Managers' association Sep- 
tember 26, and nearly twenty-five ses- 
sions have been held since, and Mon- 
day all negotiations were broken off 
as tho last amicable arrangement of 
differences was declared to be unac- 
ceptable. 

Tho union committee was composed 
of fifty-two general chairman from all 
over the country, with six grand of- 
,flcers, and tho railroads, sixty-one In 
number, wero represented by a con- 
ference committee of ten, being Gen- 
eral Manager F. E. Ward, Burlington 
road; F. C. Bacholdor, first vice-presi- 
dent B. & O. C. T.; F. Durham of the 
M.; K. & T.; G. II. Emerson, assistant 
general manager G. N.; TV J. Foloy, 
assistant general manager I. C; F. 
C. Fox, general superintendent mo- 
tive power C. P. R.; H. J. Simmons, 
general manager E. P. & S. W., and 
A. W Tronholm, general manager C, 
M. & St. P.. W. B. Scott, assistant 
director of maintenance and opera- 
tion, was chairman of the com- 
mittee 

Tho engineers presented a demand 
for an increase of 15 per cent, in 
snlaries, together with a numbor of 
arrangements improving conditions. 
Tho railroad men offered compromises 
which were refused, and the word was 
taken back to the local unions to vote 
whether or not to strike. Tho reply 
will be brought back by December 15. 
Tho present working agreement in 
force can be terminated on thirty- 
days' notice. Tho brotherhood con- 
tains 60,000 members In tho United 
States, Canada and Mexico, and 33,- 
780 engineers will bo affected on the 
lines in dispute.

IOWA LOSES IN POPULATION 



Decrease of 7,082 8hown by Census 

Returns — Result Is No Surprise 

to Officials. 

Washington. — The population of 
Iowa Is 2,224,771, according to the 
enumeration In the thirteenth cen- 
sus. This Is a decrease of 7,082, or 
0.3 per cent, under 2,231,853 in 1900. 
The Increase from 1890 to 1900 was 
319,572, or 16.7 per cent. 

The decrease dla not surprise cen- 
sus burca-'. officials, as it was In line 
with what was expected In tho agri- 
cultural regions of tho mlddlo west. 

Unless the present basis of appor- 
tionment is retained it Is probablo 
that Iowa will loso one of her 11 
members of congress. 

Director Durand attributes the fall- 
ing off to the fact that the land, al- 
ready Is fully occupied and a gen- 
eral tendency toward larger farms. 
He says a growth cannot bo expected 
unless there Is a change to more in- 
tensive cultivation.

Now York. — Wars always produce a 
now supply of emergency measures 
for the relief of the sick and wounded. 
It is not surprising, then, that tho Civil 
war,, with Its hundreds of thousands 
of maimed 'hud wounded soldiers, 
coupled with Yankee ingonulty, should 
have brought Into existence the stamp 
as a means of raising money for tho 
soldiers' relief funds.

So popular, however, did the stamp 
become, that tho public became sati- 
ated, and soon after the war the salo 
of .stamps for charitable purposes fell 
into disuse In this country. In Europe 
tho charity stamp was adopted in Por- 
tugal for the first time In 1892, and has 
been Imitated with varying success In 
almost every country* on the continent, 
and even in Australia and the Orient. 

It was a war that again brought tho 
stamp Into national prominence in the 
United States, but not a war of guns 
and of fields of carnage. It was a war 
of enlightenment against Ignorance;

place in Delaware, centering in and 
nrounil Wilmington. A llttlo group 
of wpmon.ln that city, headed by Miss 
Emily P. Bissell, who was allied both 
with the Red Cross and tho Anti-Tu- 
berculosis society, Instituted tho plan 
of selling Christmas stamps, the funds 
to bo devoted to the local fight against 
consumption. The idea had come 
from Denmark. How the pennies ac- 
cumulated In that first sale! And how 
tho dollars grow! 

That experiment started tho Amer- 
ican Red Cross to thinking, and they 
reasoned that hero was n war against 
a more devastating disease than any 
war or pestllenco that had ever been 
known. Why not have an emergency 
relief fund for. use In this war in all 
parts of the United States, since tho 
enemy was everywhere? Tho Idea of 
a national stamp was theroforo 
launched In 1908, and with llttlo or no 
organization, over $135,000 was raised 
for the fight against tuberculosis. 

In 1909 a moro systematic attempt 
to organize the sale was made. A pen 
ccntage of 20 per cent, was charged 
by the American Red cross to each lo- 
cal agent selling stamps, tho sales ag- 
nggregatlng fully $250,000. What, is 
even greater, this sale was tho means 
of Interesting In the war on consump- 
tion thousands of people who had 
never before given this subject their 
attention. 

The outlook for 1910 Is extremely 
bright. The sale will be organized 
before Christmas to a greater or less 
degree In almost every state In tho 
Union. "A Million for Tuberculosis" 
Is tho slogan of tho campaign. Al- 
ready 25,000,000 stamps have been Is- 
sued nnd every Indication poIntB to tho 
sale of four times that numbor. 

The United States postofllco authori- 
ties have requested that tho "stickers 
be called "seals" this year, and havo 
ordered that they bo plreocl on the 
back of letters ami packages Instead 
of on tho face. These seals will not- 
carry any mall, but every kind of 
mall will carry them. 

Every mnn, woman and child in tho 
United Statos can help hi this war. It 
Is not a war that demands much sac- 
rifice Surely, anyone can give a cent, 
a nickel or a dlmo'for a few Red Cross 
seals. Each seal placed on a letter or 
a package helps the ono who sends It, 
it helps tho ono who receives It, and 
also tho unknown one for whom it 
helps to provide a chance for llfo and 
death. Every seal wilt become a bul- 
let directed at the enemy whoso con- 
quest Is desired* -and all tho money la 
used in tho placo where tho seals are 
■old.

There aro many haunted spots In 
Warwickshire. Tho benighted peasant 
never lingers on QanoBlie Heath, for 
there, at midnight, dismal bells have 
been.heard. to. toll. from Blacklow Hill, 
the place where Sir Piers Gaveston, 
the corrupt, handsome, foreign fa- 
vorite : of King Edward n., was 
beheaded by order of tho grim 
barons whom ho had insulted and op- 
posed. The earl of Warwick led them; 
whom Gaveston had called "The Black 
Dog of Arden." 

This was long ago. Everybody 
knows the historic incident, but no 
one can so completely realize it as 
when standing on tho place. The 
scene of the execution, is marked 
by a simple cross, bearing this in- 
scription: 

"In the hollow of this rock was be- 
headed, on the first day of July, 1312, 
by barons lawless as himself, Piers 
Gaveston, earl of Cornwall. In life and 
death a memorable Instance of mis- 
rule."

Barnum Was Flabbergasted 



Amusing Incident of the • Campaign 
When the Great Showman and :■ 
Humbugger Was Socking 
Election- to Congress. 

J 

Tho lost man you'd ever expect to 
bo ( flabbergasted at anything was P. T. 
Barnum,: who gloried publicly as well 
as privately in the fact that his busi- 
ness was that of humbugging the 
American people: Yet, there came a 
time in tho course of his election to 
Congress in 1886 .when , the great 
' showman was actually so flabbergast* 
ed for a few 'moments that ho was 
actually stricken speechless. 

Some years beforo • ho became 
obcesBed by congressional aspirations, 
Mr. Barnum was engaged in the per- 
sonally delectable task of 'exploiting 
Tom Thumb. To do this in the'^way 
that ho had planned ho needed more 
ready money than he possessed, and, 
looking about for a. man who had it 
and was willing to. lend It, he came 
across the late Chauncey Goodrich, a 
well-known Connecticut clockmaker, 
whose father had been a clockmaker 
before him— who had, in > fact, •■ In vent- 
ed the famous Connecticut clock, bo 
-called. To Mr. Goodrich: Mr. Barnum 
gave a series of demand notes to se- 
cure the' loan. 

As time 'went on it became known, 
somehow, that Mr. Barnum had nego- 
tiated a loan of Mr. Goodrich and had 
.given notes for It In time, also, Mr. 
Goodrich's affairs so shaped them- 
selves that ho would havo been glad 
to demand payment of the notes, but 
he refrained from, doing so. because 
of his friendship for the borrower and 
his belief in Mr. Barnum's Intention 
to toko up. the paper when he became 
able. Thus the matter stood between 
tho two men and was known to many 
of their mutual friends and acquaint- 
ances at tho time Mr. Barnum was 
to bo given a great, send-off at a ban- 
quet as the Republican candidate for 
congress against : another Barnum of 
a totally different make-up— the late 
William H. Barnum, a wealthy iron 
manufacturer who afterward became a 
United States senator from Connecti- 
cut and chairman of tho Democratic 
national committee. 

• The banquet in honor of tho show- 
man waa a great success.' "The lead- 
ing Republicans of tho district were 
there, and there were also several 
leaders from beyond its bounds. Final- 
ly,, tho toastmastor called upon "our 
honored guest, our distinguished f elf 
low citizen, that * public-spirited . son 
of Connecticut whoBo name is known 
all over tho English speaking world, 



and who Is now our candidate for 
congress," to/xnake' the speech he had 
promised the. banquet committee in 
private he would, deliver as the open- 
ing gun of his campaign. 

Mr. Barnum rdse and received the 
tribute of applause that followed with 
every evidence of complete inward 
and outward pleasure! Then his. right 
hand traveled to the inside pocket of 
his coat— and came away empty, to 
bo thrust into pocket after, pocke with- 
out result. In to his hat Mr. Barnum 
looked, and under he table and in 
his chair. Then he gave a scornful 
shake of his head and cleared his 
throat. 

"My; fellow-citizens," he began, "1 
havo prepared with care an- address 
in which I meant to express my obli- 
gations to you for the honor you have 
done me tonight, and also to Bet forth 
what in my o^nion aro tho Ibhucb of 
the campaign beforo us. There is 
great work for our party to do now 
that the Union has been saved and 
reconstruction begun. But, my fellow- 
citizens, I can't find my notea. 1 was 
sure I had thorn with mo! I must 
have mislaid them or left them at 
home." 

For a moment Mr. Barnum paused 
In doubt perhaps, as to what to say 
next" And in that moment, in a voice 



that carried to every corner of the* 
banquet hall,. the late. Isaac H. Brum- 
ley,, who. afterward .gained a natlonai , 
reputation as a wit and humorist 
while an editor of .the New York Tri* 
bune, sang but: 

"Mr. Barnum, Chauncey Goodrich 
has got your notes." ; 

In an Instant tho banqueters wero 
in an uproar; and as the . shouts of 
laughter Burged about him . Mr. Bar- 
num appeared completely flabbergasts 
ed. But only momentarily, for, with 
that ,quickneas of resource for which 
.he was noted,' he turned to Mr. Good-\ 
rich, made Bwift acknowledgement of 
his indebtedness and announced his, 
intention of speedily taking up the 1 
notes. The Incident became i a cam- 
paign topic, the people seemed to llko 
Mr. Barnum's frank public acknowl- 
edgment that ho was in Mr. Good- 
rich's debt, and although the district; 
was normally strongly Democratic, it 
camo within an ace, as the saying is, 
of sending a Republican to congress. 

It.waB In this same campaign that 
Mr. . Barnum was aaked why. he, a 
man who made a profession of hum- 
bugging the American public and 
boasted of It, wanted to go to con- 
gress. Quick as . a flash; camo,. the re- 
ply: 

"If I can get elected to congress 
that' will be the. greatest triumph of 
-humbugging In all my career."*

How Clement Tetedoux, Famous 

Teacher of Mualc, Rejected Offer 

of Russian Nobleman so That 

He Might Study Singing. 



The late Clement Tetedoux was one 
of tho best known and most successful 
of all the teachers of music who camo 
from Europe to this country to take 
up the vocation of teaching. Ho set> 
tlod In Boston in tho early, sixties, 
was for some years in New York and 
afterwards at Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago. Many who gained great success 
as singers received the greater part 
of their Instruction from him, among 
them being Clementine Do Vera, Mmo. 
Jacoby, tho contralto, and Dr. Carl E. 
Martin, one of the country's best known 
oratorio bassos. M. Tetedoux died 
about six years ago, and his name will 
remain a tradition among American 
inusicsians for many years. 

When I last saw M. Tetedoux, early 
In tho century, he waa already 80 years 
of age, although his appearance would 
havo Justified a guess that he waa not' 
more than 60. . He was. erect his step 
was acltve, his eyes very bright, his 
mind alert, and he. spoke not merely 
correct but elegant English, in the real 
meaning of that word, although often 
lapsing into something llko French 
idiomatic expressions. \ 

"Whon I havo time to think a little," 
said M. Tetedoux, "I permit myself to 
reflect upon what /might have boon 
my career if I had not chosen differ- 
ently when I was a young man. Let 
mo tell you what I chose, and then you 
may perhaps bo able to say to mo: 
'Mr. Tetedoux; you did not mako any 
mistake.' 

"When I was a young man I was em- 
ployed by a very rich Russian noble- 
man — oh, very, rich— -sb tutor for two 
of his sons. Tho Russian nobility al- 
ways wont to Franco, to secure tutors 
for their children. I do riot know 
why that was. Perhaps it was bo- 
cauBo in that. way tho children could 
better learn to speak French. 
i,l Oh, ho was a very rich man. He" 
had— what do you call it? A monopo- 
ly; yos, that is tho word- 1 — of all the 
wheat in several of tho great districts 
of Russia; his houso was a palace. Ho 
Hyed riot far from Moscow.- 

"Tho lads whom ,1 was engaged \o 
instruct wore noble little fellows, and I 
becamo much attached to thorn, and they 
to'moi I told their father often that 
thoy would do- well in tho university, 
and ho would roply : 'That is woll, M. 
.Tetedoux, that is vory well.' 

"Thcro came to Moscow to sing- in 



opera three of tho greatest singers 
tho world has ever known. Thesowere 
Mme. Oris!, Mario — ah, there was a 
tenor, such as never was before or 
will bo — and Tamberllk. I went one 
night to the opera. 1 was enchant- 
ed. That night I could not sleep. So 
I went every night, bo long as theae 
three sang in tho opera at Moscow. 
I lived in the air; I said to myself: 
4 You must bo' a groat musician. You 
must go to Italy and study/ 

"So, a fow days later, I went to the 
nobleman, arid said: T go Immediate- 
ly to Italy.* i go to, study music. I 
am a born musician. I 'cannot remain 
here to teach any longer/ 

"The nobleman laughed, and told mo 
my head. was turned. .. 'Come again in 
a. day or two,' ho said, 'and tell me 
that you have forgotten this silly non- 
sense.' 

"But in a day or two I went to him, 
and said: 'No, it Is true, I must go to 
Italy. I must go at once/ 

"Then.he said to me: 'M. Tetedoux, 
If you will remain with me two years,' 
until you have prepared my two Bons 
for the university, at the end of that 
time I will give you much money. I 
will not toll you how much, but I will 
give you so much money that after- 
wards you will not find It necessary to 
teach ; you will be a gentlomari, you 
will havo enough for life. You know 
me, that when I say I will glvo you 
much money I will keep my promise/ 

" *I know you will keep your prom- 
ise/ I said to him in reply, 'but what 
is money to me? If I learn to bo a 
musician, then I will mako money. I 
must go to Italy/ 

"So I went to Italy to study, and I 
loarnod somo other things than music. 
learned after some time that, whllo I 
knew everything ' that anyone could 
loarn about muBlo, I could not sing 
llko a great artist Therefore, what 
remained? I must teach. And I have 
been teaching for nearly CO years. All 
that time I havo been pulling tho devil 
by, the tall. That is. a saying in Franco 
which anyone, uses who Is hard up. 
I havo made a living. I havo educated 
my children. But I have pulled tho 
dovil by the tail all the time. Per- 
hapB, if I had. stayed with the noble- 
man and received much monoy from 
him, I should not havo worked so 
hard, but perhaps I should not havo 
lived so long." And the man who 
could , havo been rich and led a life of 
eaBo.'had not ambition fired his soul, 
smiled contentedly at me."
